County School Superintendent 


Kenenth W. McCoy on Tuesday | 
called the attention of the clerks in | 
various school districts of the coun- | 
ty to the provision that tentative 
school budgets should be in the su- | 
perintendent’s hands on July 1. ' 


“Various school districts of the | 


county are preparing their budgets | 
at this time,” Mr. McCoy noted, ad- | 
ding that “those who are especially | 
interested in the question of taxes | 
will find it to their advantage to. 
contact their school boards at this | 
time.” 

The school budget schedule pro- 
vides that the tentative budgets 
must be submitted to the school su- 
perintendent not later than July 1. 


July 15 is the final date for re- 
turn of the tentative budget to the 
district board by the school super- 
intendent for revision as may be 
suggested. 

On July 20, the budget is return- 
ed to the school superintendent by 
the board, if a district tax is re- 
quired and if two teachers or more 
are employed by the district. 

During the last week in July, the 
superintendent requires the budget 
to be published and hearings are 
held during the first week in Aug- 
ust in each school district. 

On August 10 the budget is re- 
turned by the district to the super- 
intendent as finally adopted and 
approved and the superintendent 
must, not later than August 15, 
file the budget with the board of 
supervisors and county auditor.

Reds Admit Loss Of Key 
Fort On Central Front; 
Report 300 Tanks Taken 


WASHNGTON, (iP) — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today pledged 
the United States to give all 
possible aid to Russia in its 
struggle against Nazi Germany. 


By UNITED PRESS 
The Red army was reported to- 


| day to be fighting savagely against 
| unprecedented Nazi storm assaults, 


claiming the destruction of 300 or 
more German tanks and capture of 
5,000 prisoners while falling back 
slightly from advance positions on 
the central and Baltic sectors. 

The Nazi high command, as yet 
offering no specific reports on the 
fighting, said the Wehrmacht’s of- 
fensive was proceeding with “great 


| success.”

The Russians admitted the loss 
of Brest Litovsk, key fortress on the 
Bug river frontier which controls
